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DR. MABIE IS DEAD; 
‘ASSOCIATE EDITOR 
OF “THE OUTLOOK” 


Summit, N. J., December 31.—Dr. 
Hamilton Wright Mabie, associate edi- 
tor of The Outlook, died at his home 
here today. He was 70 years of age 
and was born at Cold Springs, N. Y. 
He is survived by a widow and one 
daughter. 

Dr. Mabie was graduated from Wil- 


liams college in 1867 and from Colum- 
bia Law school in 1869, and for sev- 
eral years practiced law .in this city. 
He became associated with the Outlook 
in 1879. 

Dr. Mabie, whose ancestors came to 
this city 250 years ago, was the author 
of several literary studies, but his most 
; frequent contributions were to maga- 
(Zines and newspapers in the form of 
essays Sogne of his best known works 
are “Norse Stories, Retold From the 
iddas,”’ “Nature in New England,” 
' “Short Studies in Literature,” ‘‘The Life

PEAGE HOPES HANG 
ON ALLIED REPLY 
0 WILSON'S NOTE 


It Is Possible That Opening 
May Be Found for the Ad- 
vancement of Negotiations 
to “ind the War. 


GERMANY MAY RESPOND 
TO THE ENTENTE REPLY 


But the German Embassy 
Thinks That Entente Re- 
jection of Conference Pro- 
posal Leaves Little Room 
for Teutonic Advances. 


Washington, December 31.—Opinion 
as to the effect of the unfavorable 
entente reply to the peace proposals of 
the central powers varies widely here, 
but in all quarters interest now cen- 
ters upon the allies’ answer to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note in which peace ad- 
vocates ardently hope to find an open- 
ing for advancement of the negotia- 
tions. 

Official comment from officials of 
the administration- was lacking entirely 
again today. Secretary Lansing for- 
mally announced that the entente reply 
had not been cabled for delivery to 
Germany and her allies, and that the 
state department had received the of- 
ficial text of the Spanish note refusing 
to join in a peace movement at this 
time. The secretary refused flatly to 
be questioned about the announcement 
or on any other phase of the situasion. 

It is understood that the entente note 
will go forward just as soon as the task 
of checking for errors has been com- 
pleted. Neither President Wilson non 
Secretary Lansing has seen the offi- 
cial text, though they have read the 
press translation. 

Wilson’s Appeal to Neutrals. 

Publication of the Spanish note gave 
the American public*its first intima- 
tion that copies of the president’s note 
to the belligerents proposing a discus- 
sion of peace terms had been accom- 
panied when delivered to neutrals with 
a suggestion that the action of the 
United States be supported. Whether 
such a suggestion went with the copies 
to all neutrals is not known, as offi- 
cials do not even admit that it was 
done in the case of Spain. The action 
of the Spanish government giving out 


its reply for publication prior to its 
| receipt here caused surprise. _ e omer 


* While some Officials. think Ge 

will not fail to respond to the entente 
reply, if only to answer the charges 
contained in it, otherg believe the reply 
leaves little, if any, room for further 
Teutonic advances. The German em- 
bassy frankly takes the latter view, 
and holds that hope for restoration of 
peace at this time depends almost en- 
tirely upon how the entente replies to 
President Wilson’s suggestions. 

Situation Not Materially Changed. 


At the same time it is made clear 
that the embassy regards the general 
situation as not having been materially 
changed by the entente note because of 
the fact that the president’s sugges- 
tion, made subsequently to the dispatch 
of the original Teutonic proposals, has 
not been adopted or declined by the 
entente powers. If the forthcoming 
communication from the allies holds 
out the slightest hope that a confer- 
ence of belligerents ultimately may re- 
sult, it is said that the terms of the 
central powers may be given confiden- 
tially te President Wilson. If, how- 
ever, the reply to the president follows 
the tenor of the reply to the central 
powers’ notes, it is considered certain 
at the embassy that the war will go 
on for at least another year. 

Spain’s suggestion in her reply to 
President Wilson that “it would be op- 
portune to declare with regard to an 
entente of the neutral power's for the 
defense of their interests,” contains 
the first formal proposal to this coun- 
try for joint neutral action. Many 
neutrals have made similar pleas priv- 
ately, notably, Spain herself through 
the embassy here, in connection with 
the submarine situation. The United 
States heretofore had steadfa'stly op- 
posed joint action of any kind. 

Greetings for Wilson. 

President Wilson tonight receivéd 
New Year’s greetings from many of 
the rulers of the world, including King 
George of Great Britain, Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany, King Victor Emman- 
uel of Italy, King Gustav of Sweden, 
and several presidents of South and 
Central American republics. 

The only one with a reference to 
peace was from the king of Sweden. 
It follows: 

“I beg you to accept my best wishes 
for the new year. I am happy to join 
your noble peace action.” 

This message went further than that 
of the Swedish government, received 
last week. The note from the govern- 
ment expressed ‘deepest sympathy” 
with all efforts to end the war, but 
refrained from offering co-operation. 


ALLIES TO MAKE 
DETAILED REPLY. 


Paris, December 31.—The answer of 
the entente powers to President Wil- 
son's note according to The Matin, 
will contain a long, detailed account 
of the origin and objects of the war. 
It- will include also a declaration by 
the Belgian government, “thanking the 
generous American nation for the im- 
mense services rendered during the 
last two years,” and expressing its 
“confidence in America’s friendly col- 
laboration for the future.” 


SPANISH NOTE 
FAVORS ALLIES. 


Paris, December 31.—A dispatch to 
the Havas agency from Madrid says 
the Spanish note, coming so soon after 
the declaration by the minister of for- 
eign affairs concerning the torpedo- 
ing by German submarines of neutral 
vessels, has caused a great impression 
in Germanophile circles in the Spanish 
capital. 


Madrid, December 31.—(Via Paris.) 
Commenting today on the note of the 
Spanish government in reply to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s communication with re- 
gard to peace, La Accion considers it 
as partial to the entente allies, El

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Washington is more disturbed over 
the Mexican situation, according to 
report, than it has been at any time 
since the Carrizal affair, which re- 
sulted in the mobilization of militia 
on the border. There are potentiali- 
ties in recent developments. which 
persons close to President Wilson fear 
will nullify all the attempts which 
the administration has made to assist 
in re-establishing law and order ;

DEAL WITH KAISER 
ALLEGED BY LAWSON 


To Smash Wall Street Mar- 
ket, So as to Hamper Allies. 
Lawson Offers to Convince 
President Wilson. 


Boston, December 381.—An offer to 
convince President Wilson in an hour’s 
interview of the wisdom of suggesting 
to congress an immediate investiga- 
tion of stock market manipulations of 
the last two years is contained in a 


city, to Congressman Robert L. Henry, 
chairman of the house committee on 
rules, made public tonight. 

The letter, which is in response to 
the congressman’s request for .infor- 
mation as a basis for an inquiry into

Other Leaks Coming. 

In the letter Mr. Lawson renews 
previous statements that the so-called 
leak of: last week was one of a series 
through which he say's “the American 
people were robbed of hundreds of. mil- 
lions of their savings, and a particular 
‘few’ beneficiaries secured some sixty- 
odd fmillions of direct plunder, some 
of which was ‘split’ with important 
people.” Other leaks are coming, the 
letter predicts, which will have similar 
results. 

The letter suggests that congress ap- 
point a committee of investigation with 
powers made up of men “of the calibre 
of Justice Brandeis, Comptroller Wil- 
liams, Senator Owen, or Congressman’ 
Henry,” and that-the committee begin 
its investigation at once in New York 
“before books, papers and “er rec- 
ords oan be destroyed.”

Queenstown, December 31.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Twenty-one survivors of the 
crew of the Liverpool steamer Alondra,

OF AMERICAN MINES 


Value of Production in 1916 
$3,000,000,000 — Copper 
Output the Sensation. 


Washington, December 81.—Three bil- 
lion dollars is the value put upon the 


1916 output of American mines in esti- 
mates made to Secretary Lane today 
by the geological survey. The enor- 
mous production was accompanied by 
the greatest profits the mining indus- 
try of the country ever has known, 
copper ‘alone netting about $300,000,- 


: 000. 


“Never before,” said Secretary Lane 
“has so large a draft been made 
on the mineral resources of our coun- 
try and never before have minerals 
been extracted with less waste or util- 


‘ized to better advantage in advancing 


the general prosperity of the country. 


| The wonderful record of our mines this 


year sets forth a degree of national 
industrial importance only hoped for a 
few years ago.” 

Production, it is estimated, has run 
at least 25 per cent ahead of 1915. 


Copper Output the Sensation. 


The copper output: was the sensation 
of the year in-the mining world. At an 
awegure price of 27 cents a pound the 
1916 productcion had a value of $520,- 
000,000 compared with $243,000,000 the 
year before and $190,000,000 in 1913. 
The profits were the greatest ever 
known in the metal. Prices averaged 
slightly more than 27 ’cents as against 
about 17 cents in 1915. Arizona led 
all the states in copper production, 
mining 676,000,000 pounds, against 432,- 
000,000 pounds the year before. Mon- 
tana came second with 350,000,000 
pounds and Michigan was tired with 
269,000,000. Alaska mined 120,000,000 
pounds, which was almost twice the 
, 1916 production. Tennessee alone of 
the copper states failed to increase 
its yield. 

Iron contends with copper for first 
place among the metals produced. Ship- 
ments of iron ore this year, it is esti- 
mated, amounted to $178,000,000, an in- 
crease of $77,000,000 over 1915. The 
country’s. mines produced 75,500,000 
gross tons, against 655,000,000 the year 
before. Production of pig iron during 
the year made a record with 89,000,000 
tons against 30,000,000 tons in 1915, Iron 


ore in stock at the mines is put at 10,- 
000,000 tons, a falling off of 3,000, 000 
tons since last year. 

Coal Production Greatest Ever. 

The 1916 coal production also was 
the greatest ever known. he mines 
sold 597,500,000 tons compared with 
570,000,008, the record established in 
1913. The quantity of bituminous coal 
mines was 509,000,000, an increase of 
66,500,000 over last year. The Penn- 
sylvania anthracite production of 88,- 
312,000 was a decrease of 600,000. 

The coke output in 1916 broke all 
records. More than 35,000,000 tons of 
beehive coke was manufactured, an in- 
crease Of 27 per cent over the year be- 
fore, and 500,000 tons more than the 
record-breakine total of 1910. By- 
product coke manufactured amounted 
to 19,200,000 tons, an increase of 5,000,- 
000 tons over 1915. 

Preliminary estimates indicate 4 per 
cent more crude petroleum was mar- 
keted in 191@than in 1915. The total 
amount produced is put at 292.300,000 
barrels. About 38 per cent of this came 
from the Oklahoma-Kansas field: 39 
per cent from California and the re- 
mainde rfrom the Appalachian, Indiana, 
Illinois, North Texas, North Louisiana 
Gulf coast and Rocky mountain fields. 

The 1916 domestic output of quick- 
silver was valued at $3,643,000, the 
greatest production in quantity since 
Les, and the greatest in value since 
1 

Spelter and Zinc. 


The value of spelter from United 
States ore in 1916 was $150,000,000. The 
output of zinc increased 95,000 tons, 
making a new record for the metal. 
Lead also shows a large increase, the 
$75,000,000 output representing a gain 
of 50 per cent. 

Every western state shows a big 
mining gain. Arizona’s output alone 
shows an increase of $100,000, 000: Utah 
and Montana combined show another 
$100,000,000. Ten mines in Arizona paid 
$34,000,000 in dividends during the 
year. Utah, Montana, Nevada and Ida- 
ho combined paid $66,000,000 in divi- 
dends. 

Alaska also had its best mining year, 
contributing a total value of $650,0 
00, a 50 per cent gain over 1916.

CAUSES FOR INCREASE 
IN THE COST OF LIVING 


Most Recent Advance Credited 
in Large Measure to the 
European War. 


New York, December 31.—Although 
innumerable domestic causes are cited 
as having contributed to the steady in- 
crease in the cost of living in recent 
years, the most recent rise in prices is 
attrihuted in large measure to the Eu- 
ropean war, according to a joint report 
on foods and markets submitted to 
Governor Whitman today by the Wicks 
legislative investigating committee, the 
governor’s market commission ard the 


mayor’s food supply committee. The 
creation of a state market department, 
of “proper size,” scope and power, and 
of departments of similar character fn 
the cities of the state, are urged as 
.“a mater of vital immediate necessity.” 
The vast quantities of foodstuffs 
| shipped to Europe, the report says, 
have materially reduced the supply in 
this country. In the first nine months 
of 1914 exports of breadstuffs amount- 
ed to $172,090.000, in the first nine 
months of 1916 the breadstuffs export- 
ed amounted to $337,000,000. Similar 
comparisons are given with reference 
to other products. It also is pointed 
out that while the production of pota- 
toes in the United States this year 
has been 300,000,000 bushels, exports 
amounting to 2,700,000 bushels were re- 
corded to October 1. 

Other factors which have contributed 
to the high cost of living are enumer- 
ated, in part, as follows:

FAIRBANKS MAKES PLEA 
FOR METHODIST UNION 


Baltimore, December 31.-——-A plea for 
the reunion of Methodists of the south 
with-those of the north was made by 
former Vice President Fairbanks in 
an address here today. Mr. Fairbanks 
(is one of the fifty commissioners of 
the two churches here to work out a 
plan of union. AJ]l the others spoke in 
churches and many of them expressed 
hope that the negotiations would result 
in a real reunion. 

“Social, commercial and other influ- 
ences in this country have run from. 
east to west and from west to east, but 
not to the same degree between north 
and south,” said Mr. Fairbanks. The 
division between north and south, he

There is no reason why any one who 
wants to do so should not make such use 
as he wishes of the coke by-product oven, 
and develop such by-products as profitably 
as he can; but, on the other hand, there is 
certainly no reason why the government 
should be made use of in its exploitation. 

The nitrate plant has been provided for 
by legislation. We know what it will do. 
There is every reason why it should be 
erected in a central location in the south. 
Its greatest service will’ be in supplying 
cheap nitrogen fertilizers to the farmer. 
The south uses 75 per cent of such fer- 
tilizers. The most efficient fertilizer will 
come through a combination of the air 
nitrate with phosphate rock; it should, 
therefore, be as near as practical to the 
sources of phosphate supply. 

Regardless of what the coke by-product 
oven may be able to do, it is certain it can 
not meet all of these conditions, scattered 
as it must be from one end of the coun- 
try to the other wherever coke is made for 
ore smelting or other purposes, 

Nevertheless, there is a determined fight 
being made upon the nitrate plant proposal 
by the interests back of this coke oven. Re- 
gardless of their own rivalries, every one of 
the sites asking for the nitrate plant is in- 


terested in defeating the coke oven move-j

REJECTING ADVERTISING. 


There is scarcely a merchant in the 
country who would turn down an order on 
account of the increased cost of materials 
or of conducting his business. He would 
take the order and make the price accord 
with the new conditions. 

But there are newspapers in the United 
States which, on account of the peculiar con- 
ditions surroundings publication, and al- 
though their only salable commodities are 
the subscription price and advertising space, 
have been compelled to announce that, as a 
result of the extraordinary increase in the 
price of white paper, they will be forced 
to limit the amount of ‘advertising space 
they can place at the disposal of the public. 

The New York Globe, for tnstance, an- 
nounces that— 

On account of the limited supply of 
white paper—the demand in the United 
States seriously exceeding the supply— 
The Globe will be forced, at least tempo- 


rarily, to limit the amount of advertising 
space which it can print. 


There is further explanation in the an- 
nouncement as to what prospective adver- 
tisers must do in order to make certain of 
their space in that publication. 

Apparently extraordinary, the announce- 
ment is not unusual when the new condi- 
tions surrounding the publishing business 
are understood and appreciated. It isn’t 
just a question of price fluctuation, such as 
might occur now and then; it is a material 
advance of 50 to 75 per cent at one jump, 
with no prospect of early abatement. It is 
as if a merchant selling an article at a dol- 
lar suddenly found he had to pay a dollar 
and a half for it himself. There is only one 
answer; he must get a price that will in- 
sure him his outlay plus a reasonable profit, 
or he must go out of business. 

It isn’t always possible to make: the 
amount of advertising and news in a paper 
properly balance unless, at times, there is 
used a comparative excess of white paper. 
This means, now and then, with some pa- 
pers, the printing of two extra pages to 
take care of a small advertisement. In- 
stead of making money out of the transac- 
tion, the paper would lose heavily. It is to 
avoid just this condition that The New 
York Globe has given such notice to 
patrons. 

This is one of the ways of meeting the 
new conditions. Other papers throughout 
the country, practically every one of them, 
have been compelled to advance, .subscrip- 
tion price or advertising rates, or both. 
Generally it is both, and never with any 
idea of garnering added profits, but simply 
of making both ends meet. 

In fact, so enormously has been the in- 
crease in the cost of publication, that the 
average newspaper would find it impossible 
to make anything out of the new conditions 
if it were inclined to try. The best any of 
them can hope to do is to strike a happy 
medium wherein the added cost may be 
counterbalanced, in part at least, and the 
burden of it thereby mitigated.

Value of Land Show to Southeast 
Shown in Statement Made by Haden 


Throughout the greater part of the four 
southeastern states—Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama and re Carolina—interest in the 
Southeastern Land Show, to be held in the 
Auditorium, next February 1-15, inclusive, 
seems to have got ahead of the public’s con- 
ception of precisely what the land show is 
to be, just what it is sought to attain through 
it, and exactly what it is all about. 

Charles J. Haden, president of the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce, under the auspices 
of which organization the land show is to be 
held, and who, as one of the originators of 
the Southeastern Land Show idea, is as well 


posted upon the subject and as fully alive 
to its possibilities as any man in this sec- 
tion, discussing the land show a few days 
ago, drew a pointed comparison of the south- 
east today with the Pacific coastal region of 
some years ago: and he argued that the 
application to this country of similar de- 
velopment methods as those which made 
California great as it is will have the same 
general effect here. Principal among those, 
he points out, has been the land show. 
Art. of Winning Citizens. 

“In the art of winning citizens and capital 
from afar, California is a past-master,” said 
Mr. Haden. “Our chamber has for a long 
time made a study of the Pacific slope meth- 
ods, and the land show is one of the ways 
we are endeavoring to profit by the western 
experience. 

“Newspaper advertising and exhibition 
cars have been the chief influences that have 
lured people from the east to California, but 
the land shows have been the most powerful 
factors in locating them ,after they arrive,” 
he continued: 

“Down in the edge of the busy district, 
near the railway station and the Oakland 
ferry in San Francisco, is the greatest of 
these California land shows. There are 
others in the state; one at Los Angeles: one 
at Sacremento; another at Fresno; another 
at Stockton, and perhaps others. But the 
one in San Francisco is the loadstone. There 
you will see counties and communities in 
miniature. A certain county has a certain 
booth. * On the walls are placards telling the 
average rainfall, the altitude, the varying 
temperatures, the crops produced, the natu- 
ral grasses and other similar vital facts of 
interest to the prospective settler. Also on 
the walls is soil surveys and in urns are spec- 
imens of the soil itself, and the various soil 
analyses from the state and federal depart- 
ments of agriculture. 

“On the floors or on large taikles made 
for the purpose are relief maps showing the 
contour of the county with its drainage and 
streams for irrigation, its railroads, its towns 
and cities. 

“Tt is thus that the visitor at a glance of 
the eye sums up a whole county. It is the 
display of a state by parcels to prospective 
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buyers just as a drummer shows his sam- 
ples to a customer whose patronage he 
courts. 

Pleasant Impression. 

“All these solid facts are shown under 
decorations, in grace and beauty, accompa- 
nied by intermittent thrills of moving pic- 
tures and music. It is easy to imagine the 
pleasing impression such an_ exhibition 
leaves upon the eastern visitor. 

“The boothkeepers are ready with all the 
arts of the trained salesman reinforced by 
the most richly tinted literature to captivate 
the easterner who has come across the plain 
to explore the west. There is somebody 
ready to go with him to any particular coun- 
ty or community that he may have found 
fitting and to be appealing to his taste. 

“The first of these shows was launched 
about thirty years ago for a short season. 
Its success was phenomenal. Gradually they 
grew into perennials and for many years 
have remained open 365 days of the year. 

“The value to the southeastern states of 
shows of the California type can hardly be 
reckoned in money. It is both a stimulus 
at home and a charm to investors and Sset- 
tlers froma distance. It is highly educa- 
tional. 

“For Georgia and its neighboring states 
the Southeastern Land show is planned to 
serve the purposes of the shows of Califor- 
nia, plus the inspiration to grow at home 
more food products and to conserve and util- 
ize our natural resources of quarry and forest 
and mine, 


Desire to Own Home. 


“Moreover, it will awaken not only in per- 
sons of mature years, but in the growing 
generation a keener desire to own a home; 
a garden or patch or little farm; and to ac- 
quire these before increasing population has 
raised the price of lands near the cities above 
the reach of the cactaes salary or the aver- 
age wage. The day of prohibitive prices is 
near. Lands that were a few years ago with- 
in the command of almost anybody within 
a few miles of the cities are now out of 
reach of the purse of the salaried man. He 
has become a cave dweller in an overcrowded 
apartment. Nothing could be a greater per- 
manent blessing to the growing cities of the 
south than have it Known that these cities 
and the surrounding country were populated 
by independent home owners. 

“These land shows are the marketplaces 
for land. The man with superfluous aeres 
meets the man who has none. Every equip- 
ment and appurtenance of the garden and 
the field and things which relate to the coun- 
try and suburban development is relevant to 
the land show. Its great purpose is to build 
up Georgia and the southeast, multiply home 
owners, bringing desirable white settlers to 
occupy the idle lands, and to make for a 
greater and happier country. 

“The federal experts have estimated that 
under the invasion of the boll weevil, that 
in five years considerably more than two 
million acres of land in Georgia now planted 
in cotton would either be idle or must be 
producing other crops. The same is true 
relatively of our neighbor states. And so 
it is that the land show and every other 
influence which upbuilds the farming inter- 
ests should be encouraged in the fullest 
measure.”

AUTOMOBILE LICENSE 
TAGS FOR THIS YEAR 
TO GO ON SALE TODAY 


Automobile license tags for 1917 will go 
on sale today at the office of Secretary of 
State Phil Cook, at the state capitol Dach 
owner of an automobile is given from now — 
until March 1, under the law, to get a 1917 
license tag for his car. This applies also to 
dealers, owners of motorcycles and chauf- 
feurs who must be licensed. 

Although tags are nominally on sale today, 


the sale will hardly begin in reality until 
Tuesday for the reason that Monday being 
New Year’s day, is a holiday and the office 
of the.secretary of state will be open but 
a short while if at all on Monday. 

There are, however, a large number of 
applications 
the secretary of state, and the tags will be 
sent out at once. ‘ 

The scale of prices for the various licenae 
tags is as follows: _ 

For automobiles: Not exceeding 256 her 
power, $3; 25 to 40 horse power, $4; p 
40 horsepower, $5; for all electrics, $4. ra 

For trucks: Not exceeding one ton, ‘= ce, 
one to 3 tons, $4; three to 56 tons, $5; Over 
5 tons, $6. 

For dealers: $10 for two tags, ané a 
each for duplicates. 

For all motorcycles, $2. 

Chauffeur’s license, $2. 

All tag duplicates, $1. 

To transfer a number from .one owner > 
to another, $1. 

The secretary of state urges 
to make their applications for numbers at 
the earliest possible moment, in order that 
the tremendous rush of the last few days 
which characterized last year may be avoided. 

Applications blanks may be had at any 
county court house, from automobile dealers 
and garages generally, or upon request to 
the secretary of state. It is important that 
the application blank be read carefully and 
all questions answered accurately, and that 
the money accompany the application when 
sent to the secretary of state. Such pre- — 
cautions will save time, trouble and work 
for everybody concerned.

Valdosta, Ga., December 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Sheriff J. E. Gornto and Offi- 
cers Hill and Carmichaek of the city 
police force, had an exciting expe- 
rience yesterday in attempting to ar- 
rest a crazy and enraged negro on 
a Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
way train.
